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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18 and 68-74, drawn to a hinge, classified in class 16, subclass 221. 

II. Claims 19-27, drawn to a latch, classified in class 16, subclass 231. 

III. Claims 28-38, drawn to a door, classified in class 16, subclass 49. 

IV. Claims 39-58, drawn to a volume measuring chamber, classified in class 73, 
subclass 149. 

V. Claims 59-67 and 75-16, drawn to a method to close a door of a chamber, 
classified in class 73, subclass 149. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as a device to allow a 
door or any other pane to swing. Invention II can be used as a device to allow to members to be 
secured together. See MPEP § 806.05(d). Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons 
given above and the search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
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claimed because the subcombination does not require a door seal or standoffs. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as a hinge for a gate or other swinging panel.

Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)).

Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the subcombination does not require a dual articulating hinge, hinge leafs, or a 
need for contact between a latch and a magnetic housing. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as the door for any type of housing or other sealed receptacle. Because these 
inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for Group III is not 
required for Group IV, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

10. Inventions III and V are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the door can be used 
to provide sealing on any type of housing or other sealed receptacle. Because these inventions 
are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for Group III is not required for 
Group V, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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1 1 . Inventions IV and V are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the method the close 
a door does not require all of the specifics of the chamber. Because these inventions are distinct 
for the reasons given above and the search required for Group IV is not required for Group V, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
